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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Status 

1. Claims 1-57 have been canceled as filed on 2/1/05; 
Claims 58-1 14 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1 , claim(s) 58-66, drawn to a collection of labeled target DNA molecules. 

Group 2, claim(s) 67, 68, and 72-97, drawn to a method of producing labeled target DNA 
molecules. 

Group 3, claim(s) 69-71 , drawn to method of producing a collection of labeled DNA. 

Group 4, claim(s) 98, 101-105, 107-109, 1 12, and 113, drawn to a kit comprising various 
components. 

Group 5, claim(s) 99,' and 100, drawn to a kit comprising various components. 
Group 6, claim(s) 106, 1 10, and 111, drawn to a kit comprising various components. 
Group 7, claim(s) 1 14, driawn to a kit comprising various components. 
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3. The inventions listed as Groups 1-3 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Each group of invention has a different technical feature. For examples, the technical 

feature for the Group 1 invention is a collection of labeled DNA molecules, and the technical 

feature of Group 2 is a method of producing DNA using various reagents and steps. Therefore, 

Groups 1-7 are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical feature as to form 

a single inventive concept. In addition, the special technical feature of Group 1 is known in the 

prior art. Nikiforov et al (5,518,900; 5/21/1996) teach collections of labeled DNA molecules 

(see col. 12, lines 40+), which reads on the labeled DNA molecules of the instant Claim 58. 

Thus, the inventions lack unity. 



Species Election 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Applicants are requested to further elect a single ultimate species for each of the 

following: 

a. A single specific "exonuclease". (For Groups 4 and 7). 

b. A single specific terminal transferase. (For Groups 4 and 5). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 
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The species are distinct, each from the other, because their structure and modes of action 
are different. They would also differ in their reactivity and the starting materials from which they 
are made. For different species of method, the method steps for each species would differ. 
Moreover, the above species can be separately classified. Consequently, the species have 
different issues regarding patentability and represent patentably distinct subject matter. Thus the 
unity of invention between each species subgroup is lacking. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The species are distinct, each from the other 
structurally and functionally, because their modes of action are different. Therefore, the species 
have different issues regarding patentability and represent patentable distinct subject matter.

1.143).
